Eldorado Forest will resume work 
on reforestation in what is known 
as the “Kyburz burn” on Thursday 
when a crew of seventy-five CCC 
/enrollees take the field under for- 
est service supervision to plant 121,- 
000 pine seedlings on approximately 
242 acres of the burned Over area. 

This is according to announcement 
Wednesday from the office of Forest 
Supervisor Edwin F. Smith. 

This is a continuation of the 
planting which has been under way 
since 1934. The area was burned by 
a large fire in 1932 and in the Mid- 
dle Creek Basin, an area of about 
one thousand acres, nearly all of the 
trees were killed, To date the plant- 
ations consist of 736 acres to which 
we will add 242 acres during the 
present planting, thereby complet- 
ing the project. 

The seed was gathered on the 
Eldorado Forest as close to the 
planting area as possible two years 
ago and shipped to the Forest Serv- 
ice Nursery near Susanville. There 
the seedlings are raised for two 
years, then removed from the trans- 
plant beds in the nursery, packed in 
‘moss and hauled back to the plant- 
ing area where they are immediately 
“heeled in” until they can be plant- 
ed. The seedlings are carefully sort- 
ed at the nursery and only the 
more vigorous trees of uniform size 
are planted. 

The planting area is prepared by 
using a large bulldozer and clearing 
the brush in strips eight to ten 
feet apart. On each cleared strip, 
six feet wide, two rows of trees are 
planted. 

The planting will be under the di- 
rection of Eugene H. Kincaid of the 
local Forest Service staff and the 
entire project has been planned and 
carried out by A. N. Weber, also of 
‘| the local staff. 

It is expected that this planting 
will take from ..ten days to two 
weeks for completion. With the 
completion of this large project a 
future timber crop is assured in an 
area which was destined to become 
another of nature’s monuments to 
man’s carelessness with fire, @ 
large and useless brush field — @ 
brush field which is of no value for 
grazing, recreation or timber pro- 
duction, the three major values of .

{N KED CROSS VOLUNTEER SERVICES 


Training Courses 
Vhem for Duties \ i.: 
In Present Emergency 


Were the call to the colors of 
more than a million of the na- 
tion’s young men, American women 
everywhere ask how they can vol- 
unteer their services to aid in the 
emergency. What part can women 
and girls play in national defense? 

The American Red Cross, through 
its 3,700 Chapters and their branch- 
es, provides the answer. More than 
a half million women already have 
enrolled to give thei time in Red 
Cross volunteer services, according 
to Mrs. Dwight F. Dayis of Wash- 
ington, D. C., Chairman of Red 
Cross Volunteer Special Services. 
Through sewing and knitting a mil- 
lion garments for Europe’s war vic- 
tims, and making millions of surgi- 
cal dressings for war wounded and 
sick, they have gained efficiency 
and experience which can be readi- 
ly. diverted to the work for home 
defenses should the need arise, Mrs.
